to disregard our pledged faith in the 
premises. So to be horrified at the 
Idea of a forced compromise now, or to 
it practical repudiation, avails 
nothing, and is not to the point. 
But to return: the amount of inter- 
eit and the new principal to be ascer- 
~ tained by the Legislature, should at all 
events be determined upon fair and 
equitable principles. We must consider 
that tor the old bonds we received more 
than their face, and we must remember 
that although slavery as property has 
deen destroyed, yet the State has prob- : 
ably lost but little productive labor, and 
our annual returns from field crops are 
larger and more valuable than ever be- 
fore the war. 

We must also remember that yearly 
accessions to the capital of the State 
are uo longer sunk in slave property. 
but go at once into the improvement of 
the soil, thus augmenting with com- 
pounding accretions our future ability 
to pay. Nor should we forget that a 
decade of prosperity may make cash 
plentifal in our borders, and render our 
financial condition easy and comforta- 
ble.
